I. Program Description:
Mississippi'strial court system consists of two general jurisdiction courts (circuit and chancery) and three (3) limited
jurisdiction courts (county, juvenile, and municipal). Twenty (20) chancery courts have jurisdiction over matters
involving equity, divorce, alimony, probate, guardianship, and sanity. Chancery courts have exclusive jurisdiction
over juvenile matters where there are no county courts. Their jurisdiction over equity mattersinvolving less than
$200,000 is concurrent with county courts. Most chancery court cases are non-jury proceedings, although juries may
beimpaneled in certain circumstances. Twenty-two (22) circuit courts have original jurisdiction over all civil and
criminal matters not vested exclusively in another court. Most circuit court cases are heard by juries, although some
circumstances may permit bench trials. Circuit judges also have the power to issue extraordinary writs.

The objective of this program isthe direct support of the constitutionally mandated duties of thetrial judges of this
state and related personnel.

Mississippi'strial court system consists of two general jurisdiction courts (circuit and chancery) and three (3) limited
jurisdiction courts (county, juvenile, and municipal). Twenty (20) chancery courts have jurisdiction over matters
involving equity, divorce, alimony, probate, guardianship, and sanity. Chancery courts have exclusive jurisdiction
over juvenile matters where they are no county courts. Their jurisdiction over equity matters involving less than
$200,000 is concurrent with county courts. Most chancery court cases are non-jury proceedings, although juries may
beimpaneled in certain circumstances. Twenty-two (22) circuit courts have original jurisdiction over all civil and
criminal matters not vested exclusively in another court. Most circuit court cases are heard by juries, although some
circumstances may permit bench trials. Circuit judges also have the power to issue extraordinary writs.

$23,776,367 is requested for the FY 2014 budget. A summary of thisrequest is as follows:
